The  Ilaptist  and  Reflector  of  last  week 
quotes  this  paragraph  from  Governor  Mc- 
Laurin's  message  the  present  Legislature  :

This  Bombarding  the 
cijtadel  of  Mormonism,  or  something  else,  is 
having  a depressing  effect  on  the  Latter  Day 
SAints.  7. he  Independent  is 'authority  for  the 
statement  that  th#re  are-  only  343,000  Mor- 
mons in  the  United  States,  and  their  gain  last 
year  was  only  2,361,  whi<yh  is  About  one-half 
of  one  per  cent.  Wf  know  they  have  been 
very  vigorous  in  the  promulgation  of  their 
doctrines,  ancf  it  i £ gratifying  to  know  that 
, they  are  making  rather  slow  progress.  There 
is  no.  doubt  but  that  the  Mormon  church  will 
receive  quite  a set-back  in  their  failure  to  get 
Mr.  Roberts  into  the  United  States  Congress 
as  their  Representative.  This  . attitude  which 
Congress  has  assumed  relative,  not  to  Mr.

The  importance  of  intelligent  sujpremacy  tn 
the  government  of  the  Sute  is  j too  obvi- 
ous to  admit  of  discussion.

Such  impa- 
tience among  the  while  people,  it  seems  to  me,  fur- 
nishesi  timely  warning  and,  if  we  would  perpetuate 
white  political  union  time  appears  opportune  for 
the  passage  of  a uiiiifo-in  compulsory  primary  elec- 
tion taw  for  the  State  with  a provision  that  only 
qualified  electors  shall  vote  iu  the  primary  elections 
held  thereunder.  Besides,  even  thougp  the  signs  of 
the  times  argue  no  danger  to  intelligent  govern- 
ment, the  fact  ami  importance  pf  nominations  tor 
office,  which  amount  practically  to  an  electiou,  as 
under  our  presert(  system,  calls  justly  upon  the  laws 
makers  of  the  State  to  give  the  people  primary  elec- 
tions, to  be  held  in  kit  the  counties  ou  the  same  day 
in  the  State  or  the  dis.iict  where  election*  are  to  be 
held,  thus  affording  li  the  voteii  an  opportunity  to 
east  hjs  vote  freely,  w tliout  let  or  hindrance  from 
the  party  leader,  for  t le  man  or  men  of  his  choice.

NEGRO  BAPTISTS  DECREASING. 

It  is  indeed  interesting  to  read  the  statistics 
as  compiled  by  The  Independent  regarding 
the  growth  of  each  denomination  in  the 
United  States,  it  is  gratifying  to  see  that 
the  Baptists  have  increased  89,^01  over  the 
year  previous,  and  that  this  increase  is  far  iti 
advauce  of  pH  other  denominations.  The 
white  Methbdists  show  a net  loss,  yet  thi 
negro  Methodists  hare  increased  ta over  bal- 
ance tht  decrease  ion  part  of  the  white  Metho- 
dists to  the  number  of  33,051. 

One  of  the  most  astonishing  facts  revealed 
by  these  figures  is  the  decrease  of  the  negro 
Baptists  of  175,000  niembers.  As  white  Bap- 
tists we  ought  to  begin  to  look  into  the  cause 
of  this  falling  off  among  our  colored  Baptists. 
All  of  us  will  no  doubt  feel  that  we  have  not 
done  what  we  could  to  help  them  in  their 
work.  j , 

No  doubt  the  statistics  are  incorrect  to  a 
certain  extent,  as  fhe  colored  Baptists  fire  like 
their  white  brethren  ih|  furnishing-  accurate 
statistics. 

However,  there  Can  be  no  question  as  to 
the  decrease,  and  t iere  must  be  some  cause 
for  ir.  The  onet  ling  needful  among  the 
negrb  Baptists  is,  a better  prepared  ministry 
in  every  sense' of  tl  e wqrd.  Our  State  Mis- 
sion Board  realizes  this  need,  and  have  tried 
to  amend  matters  t s best  they  could  by  hav- 
ing institutes  helc  for  negro  preachers  in 
different  parts  of  tlif  State.  I believe  it  to 
be  our  duty  to  give  tp  the  colored  ministers  a 
permanent  school  tk’here  they  can  go  and  get 
the  proper  training.

Messiah  without^fcme  knowledge  of  John’s 
preparatory  work^  T^ie  first  chapter  of  Luke 
gives  us  all  that  is. said  prior  to  the  beginning 
of  his  ministry.  '^The  present  lesson  gives  a 
, description  of  the  time  of  his  appearance,  the 
nature  of  his  mi£bn  and  the  burden  of  his 
message.  j,  i. 

RXPt  ANATORY. . 

The  fifteenth  year  of  the  rgign  of  Tiberius 
Caesar.  Luke  is  the  only  one  of  the  evange- 
lists to  give  a definite  note  of  time  as  to  John's 
* ministry.  This  is  likely  due  to  his  keen  his- 
torical sense.  If  . we  include.. as  do  most  com- 
mentators, the  two.  yfe&rs  during  which  Tibe- 
rius was  associated  With  Augustus,  before  the 
latter's  jdeath,. then  «3t:  have*  John’s  ministry 
beginning  A.  IV  Jf>.  The  pther  five  adtnin- 

► islrations  referred  Jto  are  given,  not  ;o  much 
for  datei.-as  for  aftfindex  of  the  times.  The 
civil  and  religious  condition  of  the  Jews  was 
such  as)o  welcome  a genuine' reformer.  The 
time  was  ripe  for  John’s  mission.  The  king- 
dom of  Hetod  had  been  parceled  out  among' 
i -his  degenerate  ^ons.  Arcbelaus,  ethnarch,-* 
of  Judea  and  fj^naria,  had  been  banished,” 
and  his  dorainffii  was  in  A.  D.  in  the 
hands  of  the  Roman  procurator,  Pontius 
Pilate.  . Over  Galilee,  Herod  Antipas  was 
feigning  as  tet^r^h.  a term  meaning  orig- 
inally ruler  of  the  f»  nrth  part  of  the  kingdom, 
but  coining  later  tp  mean  thk  ruler  of  any 
part  -of  a . kingdom.  Philip,  the  best  of 
Herod's  sons,  wa^tetrartfh  over  some  districts 
in  ih;  northeastern  psrt  of  Palestine.  ' Ljs- 
anias,  known  o0ly  by  Luke’s  mention  of 
him,  was  tetrarch  of  Abiline,  near  Damascus. 
State  references  of  Josephus  seem  to  confirm 
Luke's  statement.  Annas,  who  1 had  been 
deposed  some  years  before,  seemed  to  hold, 
with  his  sor.*;n-laW,  Caiaphas,  in  some  irreg- 
ular way,  the  high  priesthood.  The  state  of 
the  Jews  under  the-  thraldom  of  Rome  was 
bad  enough.  No  wonder  they  took  so  read- 
ily to  the  temporal  idpa  of1  the  coming  king- 
dom. i " 

7 he  voice  crying.  .■  Isaiah's  words-  about  the 
herald  of  the  kingdom  of  God,  Isa.  40:3-5, 
are  here  quoted  by  the  evangelist  and  applied 
to  John  the  Baptist.  The  Baptist  applied  the 
words  to  himseL;,  see  John  1:23.  As  the 
herald  wentvin "advance,  aud  prepared  the 
way  for  the  oriental  mpuarch,  so  John  came, 
as  the  advance  courier,  preparing  men’s 
hearts  for  the  coming  king,  Messiah.  The. 
Baptist’s  personify  was  lost ‘.sight  of.  he 
representing  hid^lf  as  only  a voice  crying  in 
the  wilderness.  tr,  uld  point  every  eye 
away  from  himself  to  the  mightier  Coming 
.One.  4 

The  baptism  of  repentance.  The  burden  of 
The  Baptizer's  ihesaage  was  "the  baptism  of 
repentance.”  The  name  repentance,  in  the*- 


‘genitive  case,  specifies  the  kind  of  baptism, 
•'  via:  a repentance  baptism.  The  baptism  was 
connected  in  some  way  with  repentance,  but 
. the  grammatical  construction  does  not  show 
how.  That  must  ,be  determined  on  other 
grounds.  The  content  shows  that  the  re- 
pentance was  to  precede  baptism  and  manifest 
itself  in  fruits  worjhjy  lof  itself.  The  repent- 
^ance  baptism  was  '"unto  the  remission  of 
sins,”  Alexander1  McLaren  says, '"the 're- 
mission’ depends  neither  ou  'Baptism'  alone 
nor  on  ‘repentance;  alone.  The  outward  act 
(baptisfn)  was  vaiiplf  unaccompanied  by  the 
state  of  mind  and|  will  (repentance),  while 
the  st’ate  of  mind  ^repentance)  was  proved 
by  submitting  to  tl|e  act  (baptism)]”  Thus 
the  two,  when  taken  together  in  their  due  re- 
lation, have  as  their. ipvrpose  the  remission  of 
sins.  The  pnposjtiotf,  “nuUJ.”  (eis)  some- 
• times  means  “with  reference  to,”  but  its  most 
natural  meaning  is  Tin  order  to.”'  This 
meaning  can  be  preserved  iu  the  light  of 
MacLaren's  explanation  wjthout  doing  vio- 
- lence  to  the  doctrine  of  salvation  by  grace, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  lays  the  proper  stress 
on  baptism.

I11  the  case  of  wate  ■ bap- 
tism this  was  well  jtnovrn  by  the  multitudes 
who  came  to  attend  John's  preaclifiug  and 
witness  his  baptising  in  Jordan.  The  spirit, 
baptism  however,  jras  not  known  and  needed 
.to  be  defined  mote  flosely,  So  Luke  iaisrthat 
it  y as  to  be  in  the  spirit  and  fire,  joikrijig  the 
‘ two  together;  withimt  repeating  the  pJeposi-' 
tion,  thus  indicating  that  the  two  elements 
were  to  be  taken  a^  qne.  In  tuis  ca^e  ‘fire” 
would  refer  to  the  purifyihg  power  of  spirit 
baptism.  This  Seems  mop  natural^  atcord- 
-ing  to  the  construction,  than  to  introduce  the 
1 of  idea  judgment,  wln9h  does  not  *4  Jto  be 
brought  out  distinctly  until  we  reach]*.  r7.

Unquenchable  firl.-"  ijnegtinguishil  and 
inextinguishable.  ” ■ Plunjmer  Hays,  ” ft  is  a 
fierce  fire  which  leafnntttj  be  extinguished 
rather  than  an  endless  fui  that  will-heler  go 
out,  that  seems  to  lie  ind  cated.”

-A  great  deal  of 
preaching  ,s  as  ineffective  as  .he  shooting  of 
Lervera's  fleet.  John  the  Baptist  gives  us 
some  striking  lessor  sin  effective  prBalLg 
Observe  some  elements  of  his  ptQachiul 


( 1 ) He  was  impelled  by  a pivine  call— the 
W’ord  of  the  Lord  came  to  him,  (2).  ge 
was  taught  of  God— in  the  solitude  of  the 
desert,  or  the  rugged  uninhabited  districts  of 
Tudea,  he  communed  with  nature  and  na- 
ture's God,  and  came  forth  surcharged  with 
the  spirit  and  power  of  Elijah . (3). 
was  exceedingly  practical.  Not  against  un- 
known sms,  but  against  the  very  ones  wi  h 
which  hisaudienc*  was  most  familiar,  did  hr 
lift  his  voice.  No*  much  did  he  exalt  the 
pride  of  his  learers.bat.  the  rather  did  he 
uncover  and  hold  up  the  depravity  of  their 
hearts.  He  appealed  directly  to  their  con 
sciences.  “ He  hit  the  uail  dn*  the  headj” 
(4).  He  was  a.  man  with  a mission  and  a 
message— to  prepare  the  way  for  the  coming 
One  by  the  preaching  of  repentance  baptism 
was  his  heaven-appointed  task.  • Into  this 
work  he  put  all  the  concentrated  effort  of  bis 
rugged  nature.  So  well  did  he  succeed  that 
there  came  from  the  Master  s own  lips  the 
unique  plaudit,  " Among  thqsje  that  hre  born 
of  woman  there  is  not  a greater  prophet  than 
John  the  Baptis*.. 

2.  Fruits  worthy  of  repenthnee.  Repent  " 
ance  must  reach  farther  than1  profession.  It 
must  bear  fruitage  in  a reformed  life.  The  be- 
setting sin  must  be  given  up  and  be  replaced 
by  its  opposite  grace.  Repentance  is  a 
"change  of  mind,”  and  "ha*  reference  to 
bot£  past  deeds  and  future  purposes,  and  is 
the  result  of  a realization  of  thfiir  true  moral 
significance."  It  thus  ihvolveti  the  feelings, 
the  will  and  the  intellect-,  and  results  in  re. 
formation,  though  in  itself  it  is  not  reforma- 
tion. Reformation  is  the  fruit  jof  repentance. 

3.  Hereditary  religion.  The  Jews  to  whom 
John  preached  were  under  the  delusion  that 
they  would  be  saved  because  ihey  were  de- 
scended from  Abraham.  Threatened  judg 
raents  were  only  for  the  Gentiles  and  not  for 
Abraham's  seed.  So  far  did  they  carry  the 
delusion  that  they  represented  Abraham 
seated  at  the  gate  of  Gehenna  to  rescue  any 
Tew  that  might  be  so  unfortunate  at  ta  be 
sent  thither.  John  and,  after  him  Je->us,  ve- 
hemently denounced  this  delusion  of  the 
d:vil,  but  so  deeply  rooted  it  it  in  human  ? 
nature,  that  many  still  believe  it.  As  long 
as  there  is  a vestage  of  it  in  the  world  Bap- 
tists have  a mission  to  fulfil.'  * 

Carlyle  has  called  God  the  eternal  Now. 
With  him  is  no  past,  no  future;  one  day  to 
him  is  as  a thousand  years,  and  a thousand 
years  as  one  day.  If,  then,  we  would  be  like 
God,  should  not  we  strive  to  live  in  the  now.
